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BAKER HOLDS UP. 
STAFF PLAN FOR 
-ARMY TRAINING 


Meant to Prepare 
U. 8. Defense. 


(SY A STAPF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 7.—[Special.] 
—Although the United States is facing 
the prospect of war, Secretary of War 
Baker is effectively blocking, for the 
present, any consideration of the army 
general staff plan of universal military 
training. 

Said to be the most complete and by 
far the most acceptable of any plan of 
universal military service ever devised 
for the United States, the general staff 
plan has been shunted back and forth 
for several weeks by Secretary Baker. 


| It now is likely to emerge from the war 


college too late for congress to act on 
the suggestions. 

The general staff plan was tentatively 
completed several weeks ago, but was 
referred back to the general staff by 
Secretary Baker with a request for in- 
formation regarding minor details. This 
information was furnished and then 
more information was demanded. These 
tactics succeeded in holding up the plan 
until two weeks ago, when the final 
Plan was submitted to renee Baker 
by the general staff. 


Asks for More Details. 
Secretary Baker still was not satisfied. 
He asked for more minor details, and 
the plan was again referred back to 
the general staff despite the fact that 
that body desired greatly to put the 
Plan before the present session of con- 
gress. 


When asked about the status Bs the ; 


general staff plan Secretary Baker said: 
“The general staff has submitted a 
tentative plan for universal military 
training. No action hag been taken on 
it and it has gone back to the general 
staff for perfection of several details.” 
Advocates of universal military train- 
ing believe that the 3 of Secretary 
Baker constitute the ning evidence 
of his lukewarmness to the proposal. 


What the Plan Provides. 


Although complete details of the gen- 


eral staff plan are not ayailable, Tue 
TRIBUNE is able to present the following

The general staff estimates tha the 
N of the United States could be 
provided for by the yearly trag of 
500,000 young men. The general staff is 
of the opinion that to train as many as 
a million men each year would be im- 
practicable for many reasons. 

In the first place, it is explained. such 
a plan would cost an immense sum each 
year—probably a great deal more than 
the country could afford and certainly a 
great deal more than necessary to pro- 
vide for the defense of the nation. 
| In the second place, the officers would 
not be available to train a million men 

a year, whereas the general staff feels 
that enough officers to train 500, 000 men 
can be obtained.

He suffered cruelly 
trom ennui in both places and found 
no one willing or capable of losing 
enough money to him at cards to ren- 
der any game interesting. For he is 
‘ passionately. fond of cards and a reck- 
‘less gambler, most, of the difficulties of

The king, as an old soldier, demanded 

The 
French government found it difficult to 
refuse this to him, and when he got 
back to Paris after obtaining a glimpse 
of Verdun and of the fighting on the 
Somme, he absolutely declined to leave 
ithe capital, so much did he enjoy him- 
self there.

In the first place 1 want to say that I

therefore unnatural and impossible for 
me to have loyalty for any country ex- 
cept the United States of North Ameri- 
ca. I am accused of predicting or 
threatening a race war if war breaks 
out between the United States and Ger- 
many. That is entirely false. I 
predicted nor threatened a race war. 
In fact, it is not my nature to threaten 
anyway. Moreover, to make a threat 
one must have something with which 
to back it up. I have nothing with 
which to back up a threat that a race 
war would break out in the United 
States. It would have been foolish to 
have made a threat, consequently I 
did not make any. Nor did I make a 
prediction.
